The matter has been kept very 
quiet, but a. Times reporter yesterday 
learned that for several days past the 
merchants have been making common 
cause to ensnare Mr. Clark in the 
meshes of the law, either by criminal 
or civil procedure, and that by his 
knowledge of the law he has thus far 
blocked their efforts at the outset, the 
District Attorney declining to issue 
any complaint, 25 : 

Mr. Clark has figured in suits in the 
city several times of late, in which he 
has been his own attorney, and dis- 
played a shrewdness which has made 
him quite a formidable antagonist. At 
the same time Mr. Clark has played a 
star engagement, both in Pasadena 
and Los Angeles, in the purchase of 
all kinds of goods from all kinds of 
stores. But Mr. Clark has not paid 
the bills, and the merchants say in 
plain terms that he is a “dead-beat”’ 
and scoundrel. There is scarcely a 
large business-house in town which 
Mr. Clark has not favored with his 
custom, and from which he has not 
made purchases. Little by little they 
have all discovered that to obtain 
money from Mr. Clark was a little the 


toughest job they ever undertook. 
Ameeting of business men whom 


Mr. Clark owes was held day before 
yesterday, at which an officer was 
present, and a concensus of opinion 
was to the effect that the gentiemen 


would cheerfully lose the amounts of 


their bills if they could see Mr. Clark 


so much litigation. 


was on the other side. dn the course 
of the case, while Mrs. Belle Clark was 
on the witness-stand, Clark used an 
expression towards Glowner which 
caused him to fly the track, and he 
fired a book at Clark’s head, The 
fight was stopped at this juncture,

He has said that he 
could not pay them; that he was ex- 
pecting money from the East; that he 
would pay the billif it wasa just one; 
in fact, giving all sorts of excuses. 

Mr. Crandall, who had a note from 
Clark for some purchases in his estab- 
lishment, went out to Pasadena day 
before yesterday with a deputy consta- 
ble, and was put off by Clark, where- 
upon he returned. him bis note. 
On visiting the District Attor- 
ney’s office, a complaint was 
refused on the ground that Mr. 
Crandall had no witness to corroborate 
his statements, and that each case 
must stand upon its own merits. The 
business men of Pasadena are even 
more indignant over the matter than 
their Los Angeles partners in misery, 
and it would not, they say, take much 
toget upa very large fund to prosecute 
the slick New Yorker.

But recent events at San Pedro 
show that the same old feeling exists, 
although itis probably contined toa 
smaller circle. A few day ago James 
Herald, a zitizen of San Pedro, and 
who bus resided there several years. 
received a letter in bis mail, which 
looked innocent enough on the outside, 
but which, upon being opened, 
revealed a blood-red card, just 
large enough to fit inside the 
ordinary-sized envelope, Upon the 
card was a large skull and cross-bones, 
and underneath, in bold type, a warn- 
ing for him to Beware of the Mystic 
League!“ The inclosure was really’ 
startling in its appearance, but Mr. 
Herald, who has a large share of grit, 
laughed at it, aud although he kept 
the card, paid no attention to it. 
the course of a few days more he re- 
ceived a similar inclosifre, the only 
difference being that the second card 
bore the notice, also in bold type, of 
“Second Warning.“ 

The continued interest of some per- 


son or persons in his movements de- 


cided Mr. Herald to turn over the 
bloodthirsty notices to the authorities, 
and they have been working on the 
case for a few days past, but without 
discovering any definite clews as to the 
seuder of the cheerful missives. 

Mr. Herald is in the saloon business 
in San Pedro, and runs the quietest 
and most orderly place in the town, 
the Reception,on Sixth street, between 
Beacon and Palos Verdes streets. He 
is an old soldier, having been through 
the war, and left one of his legs on the 
battlefield. He a man of 
some means and unquestioned bravery. 
When he first went to San Pedro 
there was a dispositionon the part of 
some 3 to try to run him out, aud 
he was threatened frequently that if 
he did not leave he would be done 
up.“ He quietly said that he had de- 
cided to remain in San Pedro, and re- 
main he did, going about his business 
and paying no attention to the threats 
made against him. Some time ago he 
decided to go out of active business 
himself, and rented his place toa Mr. 
Francis, who gave it up a few months 

, and is now running the Clarence 
otel, in San Pedro. Francis, who is 
a Colorado man, had some trouble with 
Mr. Herald about the rent of the sa- 
loon, and tome hard feelings were en- 
gendered over the matter. Since that 
time Herald has taken the place back, 
and has been running it again. 

The officers do not know whether 
there is an organized secret order in 
San Pedro who are working in the 
dark to wreak their private grudges 
and get even with the men they do not 
like, or whether the cards sent to 
Herald were only sent by some enemy 


of his. The work thus far done in un- 
covering the cowardly miscreant or 
order, if there be one, has only re- 


sulted in the discovery that the red 
cards were originally from Colorado, 
where they have been generally used 
by a band of cut-throats or White 
Caps,“ who made thethselves the ter- 
ror of the country. The detectives at 
work on the case have their suspicions 
as to the guilty person who actually 
sent the warnings, and it is more than 
likely that the whole thing will come 
out in a few days. 

Since putting the matter in the 
hands of the officers Herald has gone 
quietly along. He is naturally a quiet 
man, and has very little to say to any 
one outside of business. He says that 
if any one wants to attack him the 
sooner they blaze away the better. 

The story of the cards has leaked out 
in San Pedro, and is the talk of the 
town; but while San Pedro people talk 
freely among themselves, they are ex-

THAT SETTLES IT. 


The Police Judges Will Make No 
Contest. 

The police judges have concluded 
to step down and out, and unless the 
City Council authorizes the City At- 
torney to apply to the Supreme Court 
for a rehearing no further steps will 
be taken in the matter. W. F. Fitz- 
gerald, Esq., who had been retained 
by Judge Stanton to examine the law 
and the decision, yesterday gave his 
opinion to the effect that the decision 
killed the police courts for all pur- 
poses. as it declared in effect that they 

ad not been legally constituted and 
therefore had no existence in the eye 
of the law. ‘This opinion satisfied 
Judge Stanton, and he will not contest 
the matter any further. Judge Owens 
dismissed all cases pending before him 
Wednesday afternoon, thereby closing 
up the business of his department. 

Judge Stanton was seen by a Times 
reporter yesterday afternoon, and said

W. F. White’s livery stable is in the 
rear of the burned building, and six 
buggies were dumaged, the tops being 
burned off. All the horses had been 
taken out of that. part of the stable 
adjacent tothe fire,and were driven 
around on Second street. Three of 
them escaped, but were afterward 
caught and returned to the stable. 

The total loss is small. That of 
Rannells on his stock and fixtures 18 
$350 to $400, fully insured in the Sun 
and one other company. Drake Bros.’ 
loss is about the same, and that of 
Levy Bros. is nominal. The buildings 
belonged to Piké\& Jones, and are of 
little value.

Teachers, 

The spirit of retrenchment seems to 
be spreading all over the ¢lty,. the 
latest department to: receive attention 
being the Board of Education.

‘Teachers, for instance, who are paid

board man did not agree in this. 


He said that the teachers are paid 
for only nine months in the year, and 
he thought that they earn all that they 
receive. Besides this, the salaries 
paid in Los Angeles are lower than 
those in San Francisco and other Pa- 
cific Coast cities. So far as the East 
is concerned, he is not prepared to give 
an opinion at this time, as he has no 
data, but has written for the reports of 
several representative eastern school 
boards, and when they arrive he will

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC—CLOSER 
CONTROL NEEDED. 


A man fell in a drunken stupor in a 
lime-pit.on a Los Angeles street, and 
lay unconscious until one of his eyes 
was totally destroyed. This occurrence 
teaches, not necessarily the desirability 


‘of a total abstinence from the use of 


alcoholic beverages in moderate quan- 
tities, but assuredly the need of a more 


close and careful supervision of the 


system under which intoxicating drinks 
are dispensed in thiscity. The saloon- 
keeper who sold that man the last few 
drinks, which changed his condition 
from one of over-conviviality to one of 
besottedness, is morally—and should 
be legaliy—responsible for the mishap 
which befell the unfortunate. 
are a few honorable exceptions amofig 
the saloon-keepers of Los Angeles, who 
will not sell a man a drink after they 

see that be has had enough, but the 

great majority will supply a drunken 

man with liquor as long as he has 


money to pay for it. Here is where 


the law should step in, as it does in 
many eastern communities, where they | 
regulate these things better than 


with us. One well-proved case 
of selling liquor to a drunken 
man should be suflicient to 


forfeit a saloon-keeper’s license, and 
no political pull“ should enable him 
to get it back again. High license, 
though good in its way, is by no 
means sufficient to insure a proper reg- 
ulation of the liquor traffic. The man 
whe intends to cheat, adulterate, rob, | 
and sell to all men under all condi- | 
tions, as long as they have money, can 
better afford to pay $100 a month than 
can a man who desires to run his busi- 
ness in a respectable manner. What 
we need is a much closer scrutiny of 
the characters of the men who apply 
for saloon licenses, and the furnishing 
by them of solid—not straw—bonds, 
that they will run their establishments 
in a way which should be strictly de- 
fined by law. In this manner the 
manifold evils which now undoubtedly 
attach to the retail liquor traſſſe, and 
which furnish an excuse for im- 
practicable and irrational crusades on 
the part of enthusiasts, may be reduced 
to a minimum.

PASADENA ADDS TO THE LIST 
OF CASUALITIES. 


A Woman Struck by a Santa Fe 
Passenger Train — Amputation 
of One Foot Necessary—Other- 
wise Injured. 


Mrs. I. S. Moore met with a very 
serious accident yesterday morning on 
the track of the Santa Fé road, a short 
distance north of Colorado street. 
About 9 eclock she left her home on 
Adella street and started to walk 
down town. The railroad track, which 
is generally used in that section of 
town as a thoroughfare, was followed 
in order to save time. 

When Mrs. Moore had reached the 
curve just north of the lumber com- 
pany’s switch, the 9:23 west-bound ac- 
ap- 
proaching. The usual number of 
whistles were sounded in the northern 
part of town, the train hands claim, 
but for some reason Mrs. Moore paid 
no attention to the on-coming train. 
As the sharp curve was rounded the 
engineer caught sight of the woman on 
the track, only a short distance away. 
He blew the whistle twice and applied 
the air brakes, but it was too late to 
save her. 3 

The locomotive struck her, throwing 
her to the side of the track, but not 
far enough to prevent her right foot 
being crushed beneath the wheels. 
The train was quickly stopped and the 
wounded woman taken on board and 
brought to the station. Dr. Clifford, 
who happened to be near the scene of 


the accident, had her placed on a litter 


in the baggage-room and rendered the 
necessury immediate medical atten- 
tion. Dr. F. F. Rowland, the railroad 
company’s local surgeon, and Dr. Mc- 
Ilvaine soon arrived and proceeded to 
investigate the character of her in- 
uries. 

The right foot was found to be 
crushed in a frightful manner. There 
was a large Scalp wound on the upper 
part or the head, the upper lip was cut 
and the body badly bruised. The hair 
about the wound ou the head was cut 
off and the injuries dressed as well as 
circumstances would permit. The 
mangled foot was dressed as 
well: as could be, but it 
was evident that that member would 
have to be amputated. “he woman 
suffered but bore uppravely 
through it all. Shortly before ‘noon a 
special train was sent up from Los 
Angeles. On this Mrs. Moore was 
placed and taken to Los Angeles, 
whence she was removed to a hospital, 
where the foot was amputated. 

While the injuries are of a serious 
and painful character, they will not 
necessarily prove fatal unless severe 
reaction sets in. Mrs. Moore is a 
woman about 40 years of age, and has 
been married only since last October 
o her present husband. Mr. Moore 
met the special train at Los Angeles, 
where he had gone a morning. 
He first learned of the accident through 
a telegram. Hestrenuously objected 
against having the foot amputated, 
and the operation, it is said, was per- 
formed against his will. 

A resident of Olivewood called the 
attention of the Times reporter, in 
connection with the accident, to the 
fuct that between that station and 
Pasadena the locomotives seldom 
whistle more than once or twice, al- 
though the road crosses at least a 
dozen streets. The afternoon trains 
yesterday were observed to toot with 
greater frequency.

THE ORCHARD. 


CALIFORNIA’S early apples are worth 
a good price for shipment east, coming 
in just as the winter apples there are 
exhausted. ‘The price for this purpose 
is constantly increasing, and last year 
went as high as $1.50 a box. Winter 
apples are still more valuable, not 
enough being grown for home con- 
sumption, and this winter imported 
ones from the East have sold as high 
as 5 cents a pound. 


— 

Be careful of buying trees in one 
county for planting in another. They 
are liable to exclusion under the quar- 
antine laws, and puts the purchaser to 
much inconvenience and loss. A late 
instance of this, published inthe Min- 


ROR, should be timely warning to all. 


The fact is nocriticism of such quaran- 
tine laws, for they are but prudent 
safeguards against a very greut dan- 
ger. Had such existed from the begin- 
ning of our fruit-growing, we had 
doubtless been saved the expensive 
warfare that insect pests have drawn 
upon us, for they were all importea. 


THE distance apart of fruit trees or 
vines seems to be increasing with in- 
creasing years of experience. The fact 
is, a tree or a vine will yield accordin 
as it has ground to nourish it, a goo 
deal as à business will. Isolated grape- 
vines, like that of Monticello, Santa 
Barbara county, will yield a ton or 
more of grapes, while ordinarily 
planted, say seven to eight feet 
apart, it will take a quarter of an 
acre to produce the same re- 
sults. The question, then, is, is it not 
better to cultivate one vine than 200? 
The fig now is thought to do better 
50 feet apart each way, and while it 
looks like a lot of waste of ground at 
the beginning, yet the time is coming 
when it will all be needed. Parties 
setting 2000 white Smyrna figs near 
Delano, Kern county, are now planting 
them 50 feet apart. a

neighborhood. The truth of this re- 
mark, and the application of it, will 
be seen in the following incident, true 
and fresh: A few days ago a visitor 
to the country, a new arrival among 
the tourists, was ao pleased with it 
that he sought a real-estate agent and 
announced his desire to buy an or- 
chard, to the extent of $20, cash. 
The agent took him around and showed 
him all the orchards he had for sale. 
He saw, of course, many well-kept and 
pretty ones, but on the contrary so 
many ill-kept. neglected and 
homely ones that he was “soured’’ 
on the entire neighborhood and con- 


cluded that it was no good for fruit, 


arguing very forcibly that if it was 
owners of orchards could not afford to 
neglect them as they did. So he backed 
out altogether, and if he buys at all 
will do it in some place where the fruit 
trees are generally well cared for and 
in a prosperous condition. So some- 
body’s neglect cost that neighborhood 
$20,000 and a 

POULTRY. 


THERE are mayy people who com- 
plain that poultry does not pay—that 1s, 
does not pay with them—because they 
have not good suceess with it. All 
admit that prices are good, but they do 
not succeed either in raising the poul- 
try or in getting them to lay. Now, if 
this was the experience of everybody, 
the conclusion would reasonably follow 
that Southern California was a poco 

ultry country, and that we would 

ave to continue 8 so | upon the 
States“ * our supply. But the fact 
is that it is not the experience of every- 
body. Some people do well, and make 
it pay, and the fact that they do shows 
that the failures are the fault, not of 
the country, but of individual manage- 
ment. R. P. Gabr of Pasadena keeps 
a few hens, averaging last year twenty- 
four. These laid during the year 1889 
288 dozen eggs, worth at a low average 
25 cents a dozen. This makes the 
earnings of each hen $3 a yéar. 
The outlay for feed was offset by the 
chickens eaten, so their only cost was 
theircare. They were not of any ex- 
tra breed, but only plain dunghill 
fowls. Probably finer breeds would 
have laid more, but even these com- 
mon ones did well, aud show what re- 
sults can be obtained for so little cap- 
ital. The hens could be had for 50 cents 
apiece, and earn $3 a year. 

Surely this kind of a business re- 
quires Ifttle investment. Fifty cents 
tor a hen and 25 cents for a dozen com- 
mon e are the stock in trade, and 
with this a man could soon have a 
good flock of poultry. it will 
be seen that the above yield 
is only 144 eggs a year apiece, 
and seems under rather than over a 
fair average. It should be added that 
Mr. Gahr kept his fowls scrupulously 
clean, sweeping out his pens every 
morning, without which he could not 
have succeeded so well. He thinks, 
also, that he could have done propor- 
tionately well with a larger number. 

— 


THE advantages supposed to be 
gained by the use of an incubator are 
summarized thus by a writer in the 
Poultry Keeper: 

First--Ten times more eggs can be 
hatched by one machine in the same length 
of time, than by one hen; at the same time 
requiring no more attention than the hen. 

Second—It is an easier and more agree- 
able job to turn the eggs and fill the lamp 
daily of an incubator, thau it is to lift a 
cross and ſussy hen from the nest, feed her 
and watch that she return to duiy at the 
proper time. 

‘Ehird—An incubator will not trample on 
and break the eggs, as is nearly always the 
case, more or Jess, with a setting hen. 

Fourth—lIt is a difficult matter to keep lice 
and mites from attacking and multiplying 
on the setting hen, which is, to say the 
least, a source of great annoyance to the 
hen. There is no chance for such a state of 
affairs in an incubator. These little pests 
wou’t germinate and grow fat on ash or 
oak boards. 

Fifth—The inclination of an incubator to 
become broody does not. have to be con- 
sulted, as ig the case with her great Ameri- 
can henship. Give it the eggs, light the 
lamp, and the machine is your obedient ser- 
vant for as long a period as its gervices are 
required, 

dbixth—The machine will not become 
weak or emaciated from overwork; and 
chicks can thus be hatched out for months 
at a stretch. 

Seventh—There is more pleasure and 
fewer vexatious trials in operating an in- 
cubator than there js in steering to yictory 
an obstinate and vicious ben.
